Ephralm J. Frankel this week 
emerged as victor once more in the 
2^-year court battle over wheth- 
er he may erect an apartment 
house at North Latches Lane and 
Old Lancaster Rd., Merion. 

An opinion written by Associate 
Justice Charles Alvin Jones, of the 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court, on 
Monday affirmed a decision handed 
down in the Montgomery County 
Courts last July. At that time Judge 
Harold G. Knight dismissed a suit 
brought by the Merion Civic As- 
sociation, Albert G. Barnes, and 
Joseph and Viola Malkin, which 
sought to restrain Frankel from 
building the apartment house. The 
plaintiffs contended that a town 
ship ordinance, adopted after 
Frankel had been issued a building 
permit, forbade multiple dwellings 
in that area. 

"The amendatory zoning ordi- 
nance," Justice Jones' two-and-a- 
half page opinion stated, "bore no 
reasonable relation to any legiti- 
mate police power purpose, but 
unlawfully discriminated against 
the defendant, and his property, 
and was therefore invalid and un- 
enforceable."

Robert Durbin Was a Distinguished 
Gentleman of the Old School 

The death of Robert Durbin hist week sewed to turn 
thoughts back to a time of life in Philadelphia when modes 
and maimers were far different than .they are now. As to 
whether they were better or worse will not be the point of 
this inadequate piece, but certainly the span of our old 
neighbor's versatile career provides many contrasts be- 
cause of the individual hallmarks which were to be seen 
years ago in pretty nearly all activities as compared with 
the finely drawn "team work" which is characteristic of 
today's enterprise. 

In .the newspaper field, for instance (where Mr. Durbin 
was so well identified), it is a fairly well posted man who 
can name the editors of the few newspapers we now have. 
In Mr. Durbin's day, however, even boys and girls knew 
that George W. Childs ran the Ledger; William Singerly, 
the Record ; Charles Emory Smith, the Press ; James Elver- 
son, Sr., the Inquirer; Alexander K. McClure, the Times; 
Barclay Warburton, the Evening Telegraph; the Messrs. 
Fitzgerald, the Item, and, in more recent years, Thomas B. 
Wanamaker, the North American, with E. A. Van Valken- 
berg as the general manager. At the same time, the father 
of the current generation of McLeans ran the struggling 
Bulletin. 

Mr. Durbin knew all these men well and so did he 
know untimely John A. Dwyer, father of our Recreation 
Board member, Frank J. A. Dwyer. Frank's father has long 
been conceded to be the best political reporter ever active 
on the Pennsylvania scene, and because of his impressive 
talents he was made managing editor of the Philadelphia 
Record after serving on the Press, where he had to accept 
the high) tariff doctrine which was so alien to his own 
convictions.

Ordinance No. 911 replaces an 
antiquated law which has been on 
the books for some time, township 
secretary Evan James said. 

The law sets forth that appli- 
cants for permission to give such 
performances must file with the 
Fire Marshal a set of building 
plans, in duplicate, drawn to scale, 
which will indicate the type of 
Iconstruction, seating arrangements, 
aisles, structural details, the loca- 
tion of fire fighting equipment with- 
in the structure and the location, 
so far as possible, of adjacent 
structures which might hinder the 
free exit of persons from the struc- 
ture. 

They must also indicate whether 
any open flame is to be used in the 
course of the show, and If so, what 
precautions will be taken to render 
it safe. The formula of the solution 
which is to be used to flame-proof 
the structure must be filed, and a 
public liability insurance policy 
amounting to not less than $50,000 
for one person and $500,000 for 
any one accident, must be in force 
for the duration of the show. 

Other precautions include the 
clearing of all grass, straw, saw- 
dust and combustible trash from 
the structure before it is opened 
to the public, the attendance of 
special police officers and firemen 
as the Fire Marshal shall deem 
necessary for proper protection, 
and the fireprooflng of the tent and 
canvas parts of the structure,

Township Investigates Pew Laboratory 
Where French Chemist Experiments 



Lower Merion Commissioners 
have ordered an investigation of 
the conversion of an old garage in 
Gladwyne into a laboratory to de- 
termine if the township's building 
and zoning codes have been vlo 
lated. 

Investigations are being conduct- 
ed by Jesse Stetler, superintendent 
of building construction, and John 
Forsythe, township solicitor. 

The garage-laboratory on the old 
T. Crosbie Brown estate, Mill Creek 
Rd., Gladwyne, is owned by Jo- 
seph N. Pew, Jr., Sun Oil Company 
executive and State Republican 
Party benefactor. It and three acres 
of ground were purchased from 
Ida Mae Wassell on December 11, 
1947, for $23,500. 

The garage-laboratory, an Eng- 
lish fort-like structure, is being 
used by Eugene Houdry, famous 
French chemist and inventor for 
experiments. Houdry's own home 



and estate, which adjoins the prop, 
erty bought by Pew, has an outlet 
on Mill Creek Rd. Pew's home on 
Dodd's Lane, Ardmore, is only a 
few minutes' walk or ride away. 

When asked about the garage- 
laboratory, Houdry said he was 
using it for hobbies and that his 
hobbies are Inventions. Houdry 
said that if his inventions worked 
out he would move them elsewhere. 

A township official said this week 
that a preliminary investigation, 
made by the building department 
several weeks ago, disclosed that 
alterations were being made to the 
garage and that the garage was 
in an R-l residential zone' which 
does not permit the construction 
or use of laboratories. 

Houdry said last week that he 
had only repaired an old heater, 
installed electric lights and some 
partitions. 

Houdry, who bought his Glad- 



wyne property 11 years ago, is the 
inventor of the Houdry oil-cracking 
process, a catalytic process which 
has Increased the amount of gaso- 
line obtainable from crude petro- 
leum. He sold the rights to the 
process to Pew's Sun Oil Company. 

Existence of the laboratory was 
brought to the attention of com- 
missioners by a complaint of a res- 
ident in the Mill Creek section who 
said he was fearful there might be 
danger of an explosion. 

Houdry told a reporter that there 
are only a few hundred dollars' 
worth of laboratory equipment in- 
stalled which include such tools as 
a lathe and drills. 

The laboratory and what to do 
about it has been discussed at sev- 
eral meetings of the commission- 
ers. They have postponed action 
pending a report of the solicitor as 
to what legal violations are in- 
volved.
